30th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Stockholders  of  the 
Atlantic  &  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company,  held  at 
Morehead  City  on  the  last  Thursday  in  June  (2Gth)  1884, 
was  temporarily  organized  by  the  election  of  Dr.  M.  F. 
Arendell,  as  Chairman,  and  F.  B.  Loftin  and  F.  C.  Roberts 
as  Secretaries. 

On  motion  of  C.  C.  Clark,  Esq.,  the  meeting  adjourned 
until  Friday,  June  27th,  at  10  o'clock  A.  M.

Stockholders  meet  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

C.  C.  Clark  moves  that  a  committee  of  three  be  ap- 
pointed to  wait  on  Committee  on  Proxies  and  ascertain 
when  it  will  be  ready  to  report  to  this  meeting.     Carried. 

C.  C.  Clark,  J.  B.  Batchelor  and  John  C.  Wooten  are 
appointed  as  said  committee. 

The  committee  reported  that  the  Proxy  Committee  will 
be  ready  in  twenty  minutes. 

On  motion  of  Clement  Manly,  Esq.,  the  meeting  ad- 
journed until  two  o'clock  P.  M.

The  Committee  on  Proxies  reports  4,840  shares,  1,40G 
votes,  represented  in  person  and  by  proxy  on  the  part  of 
the  private  stockholders,  that  the  State  of  North  Caro- 
lina is  represented  by  its  proxy,  F.  M.  Simmons,  Esq., 
having  12,GGG  shares  and  350  votes,  that  this  is  a  majority 
of  the  stock  of  the  Company  as  now  represented  by  the 
books  of  the  Company,  and  that  more  than  10  stock- 
holders are  present. 

Clement  Manly  moves  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  Proxy  j 
C<  mmittee. 

Mr.  F.  M.  Simmons  addressed  the  meeting  in  opposition

Mr.  Batchelor  moves  an  amendment  be  made  to  the 
report  of  the  Proxy  Committee,  by  striking  out  «the  00 
votes  allowed  Mr.  J.  C.  Wooten,  as  proxy  for  Lewis 
Coleman. 

Mr.  Manly  withdraws  his  motion,  and  moves  to  accept 

report   of   Proxy   Committee,   less   80  votes,  which  was 

adopted.

Mr.  C.  Manly  moves  that  J.  C.  Wooten  be  elected  per- 
manent Chairman.     Carried. 

Mr.  Washington  Bryan  moves  that  Alpheus  W.  Wood 
and  J.  H.  Becton  be  elected  permanent  Secretaries,  which 
was  carried.  • 

The  reports  of  President,  Secretary  &  Treasurer  and 
Finance  Committee  were  called  for,  read  and  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stevenson,  the  reading  of  other  re- 
ports was  dispensed  with. 

On  motion  of  Col.  J.  L.  Morehead,  so  much  of  the  reso- 
lution passed  June  meeting  of  1883  as  allows  the  Proxy 
Committee  pay  was  repealed,  and  in  lieu  thereof  they  are 
allowed  the  privilege  of  the  Road. 

Mr.  Washington  Bryan  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  Section  IV,  "Meeting  of  the  Stockholders,"  By-Laws 
of  the  Atlantic  &  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company,  be  amended  by 
striking  out  the  word  "three"  before  the  word  "Stockholders"  occurs 
ring  in  the  first  line  of  said  Section  in  the  last  printed  copies  of  said 
By-Laws,  by  substituting  the  word  "six"  in  its  place,  and  by  striking 
out  the  words  "with  the  Secretary  of  the  Company"  occurring  in  the 
second  Hue  of  said  Section  in  the  last  printed  copies  of  said  By-Laws, 
so  that  said  Section  shall  read  as  follows,  to-wit  : 

At  every  general  annual  meeting  six  Stockholders  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Chairman,  who  shall  constitute  a  committee  to  verify  proxies 
at  the  ensuing  meeting,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to 
prepare  for  the  use  of  such  committee  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  Stock- 
holders entitled  to  vote,  and  the  number  of  shares  held  by  each,  as  also 
the  number  of  votes  to  which  each  may  be  entitled.

An  election  of  four  Directors  is  held  resulting  in  the 
election  of  Jas.  A.  Bryan,  John  Gatling,  Eugene  More- 
head  and  Jno.  C.  Wooten. 

The  following  gentlemen  having  received  a  majority 
of  the  votes  cast,  were  declared  elected  Finance  Com- 
mittee for  the  years  1884  and  1885  : — Washington  Bryan, 
Samuel  W.  Latham  and  J.  J.  Wolfenden. 

The  Chairman  appointed  the  following  gentlemen  as 
Proxy  Committee  for  the  ensuing  term  : — J.  C,  Kennedy, 
L.  J.  Moore,  E.  H.  Meadows,  C.  E.  Foy,  Clement  Manly 
and  H.  W.  Wahab. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  intro- 
duced by  Capt.  A.  Oaksmith  : 

Whereas,  For  a  period  of  about  fourteen  years  the  affairs  and  pros- 
perity of  the  Atlantic  and  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company  have  been 
disturbed  and  retarded  by  periodic  proposals  or  schemes  for  the  lease 
or  other  disposition  of  its  property  ;  and  whereas,  the  Counties  of 
Lenoir,  Craven  and  Pamlico  have  large  property  interests  in  said  Com- 
pany as  stockholders,  which  have  cost  the  tax  payers  of  those  Counties 
large  sums  of  money  ;  and  the  County  of  Carteret  has  a  resulting  in- 
terest in  consideration  of  her  heavy  debt  incurred  in  aid  of  the  con- 
struction of  said  Railroad  ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  meeting  that  no  lease  or  other 
disposition  of  this  Railroad  should  be  made  which  does  not  protect  to 
the  fullest  extent  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  private  stockholders, 
and  that  if  any  disposition  should  be  made  of  the  stock  held  by  the 
State  in  this  corporation,  its  private  stockholders  should  as  a  body  have 
the  preference  over  all  others  ;  and  to  this  end  it  is  further 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  nine  (9)  be  raised  by  this  meeting  to 
consist  of  five  (5)  general  stockholders,  (to  be  named  by  the  chairman) 
and  the  Chairmen  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  counties  of 
Lenoir,  Craven,  Pamlico  and  Carteret:  and  that  said  committee  be 
instructed  and  empowered  to  confer  with  the  General  Assembly  if  any 
proposals  are  made  to  that  body  to  purchase  the  State's  Stock,  and 
to  endeavor  to  obtain  such  legislation  as  will  give  the  private  stock- 
holders the  right  to  purchase  the  stock  held  by  the  State,  and  to  report 
their  action  with  such  recommendations  as  they  deem  expedient,  to 
the  next  general  meeting  of  this  corporation. 


Pamlico  county  moved  to  adopt  and  Lenoir  seconded 
the  motion. 

The   resolutions   were   thoroughly  discussed  by  Capt. 
Oaksmith,  Messrs.  F.  M.  Simmons,  J.  C.  Kennedy,  J.  A. 
Bryan,  C.  C.  Clark,   J.  B.  Batchelor  and  others,   and  on 
motion  were  tabled  by  the  following-  vote:

Mr.  Washington  Bryan  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was,  on  motion  of  Major  Gatling.  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  section  I  "Committee  of  Finance,*'  By-Laws  of  the 
Atlantic  and  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company,  be  amended  as  fol- 
lows, viz:  by  adding,  'And  said  Committee  shall  have  further  power 
to  examine  all  accounts,  vouchers,  papers  and  books  of  the  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  and  other  officers  of  this  Company  from  the  date  of 
the  incorporation  of  this  Company,  and  to  call  for  and  have  furnished 
to  them  any  and  all  statements  relating  to  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments of  money  from  whatever  sources  derived  and  to  whatever  pur- 
poses applied,  and  all  explanations  relating  to  the  finances  and  the 
financial  condition  of  this  Company  they  may  deem  it  necessary  to 
have. 

"And  that  said  section  be  further  so  amended  that  the  Finance 
Committee  meet  quarterly." 

M.  DeW.  Stevenson  moves  that  the  thanks  of  the 
meeting  be  tendered  to  the  officers. 

On  motion  of  J.  A.  Bryan,  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Stockholders  of  the  Atlantic  and  North  Carolina  Rail- 
road Company  shall  be  held  at  Morehead  City  on  the 
fourth  Thursday  in  June.  1885.

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REPORT. 

To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Atlantic  &  North  Carolina 

Bail  Road: 
Gentlemen: — 

We  now  present  to  you  the  30th  annual  report 
of  the  condition  of  your  Road,  and  doubtless  it  will  gratify 
you  to  learn  that  since  your  last  annual  meeting-  there 
has  been  marked  improvements  upon  it.  In  fact  we  can 
safely  assert  it  is  at  this  time  in  as  good  and  safe  condi- 
tion as  at  anj7  period  of  its  history  since  the  war.  There- 
fore we  have  been  enabled  to  draw  in  the  passenger 
schedule  more  than  two  hours  under  the  lessee  manage- 
ment, and  something  more  than  an  hour  under  our  own 
of  the  past  year.  We  find  by  experience  that  this  high 
rate  of  speed  for  this  Road  can  be  kept  up  and  the  trains 
run  with  entire  ease  and  regularity  and  with  as  much 
safety  as  is  done  on  any  other  road  in  this  or  any  other 
State.  In  fact,  previous  to  the  change  of  schedule,  a  run 
was  made  from  Goldsboro  to  Morehead  City  with  His 
Excellency,  Governor  Jarvis,  the  President  of  the  Road 
and  others,  in  two  hours  and  thirty-eight  minutes,  with- 
out trouble  or  danger.  Of  course  accidents  will  occur  on 
all  railroads.  No  human  foresight  can  prevent  them, 
however  much  rigorous  discipline  and  attention  may  tend 
towards  it. 

During  the  year,  we  regret  to  have  to  say,  we  have  not 
entirely  escaped;  yet  no  fault,  we  think,  can  be  attribu- 
ted to  the  present  management.  While  on  November  the 
30th  the  engine  No.  12,  known  as  the  Governor  Bragg, 
was  on  the  run  with  the  passenger  train  from  Morehead 
west  at  the  Newport  station  the  boiler  exploded,  causing 
damage  to  the  engine  of  about  two  thousand  dollars. 
There  was  no  other  loss,  and  it  seems  miraculous  that  the 
engineer  and  fireman  escaped  unhurt.  This  accident, 
however,  detained  the  train  less  than  two  hours  in  the 
run  to  Goldsboro,  another  engine  having  been  substituted 
for  the  disabled  one  without  delay.     The  Master  Machin- 
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ist  hastened  to  the  wreck  and  at  once,  thoroughly  inves- 
tigated the  matter.  He  reports  no  blame  could  be 
attached  to  the  engineer  who  was  running  the  e  igine  at 
the  time  of  disaster.  The  locomotive  was  one  of  the  best 
on  the  Road,  and  has  been  rebuilt,  and  will,  in  a  few 
days,  be  put  again  on  the  passenger  train.  This  is  the 
second  accident  of  the  kind  on  the  Road,  a  similar  one 
having  occurred  some  years  ago.  Another  of  a  more 
painful  character,  we  deeply  regret.  When  shifting  the 
freight  train  at  Kinston  on  the  28th  of  May,  a  car  was 
backed  over  Mr.  William  Fields  and  his  horse,  killing 
both.  Every  precaution  was  used  to  prevent  it,  and  we 
have  written  evidence  from  some  of  the  most  prominent 
citizens  of  Kinston,  who  witnessed  the  scene,  exonera- 
ting entirely  the  conductor  and  those  in  charge  of  the 
engine  from  all  blame.  We  have  been  exempt  from  any 
other  accidents,  and  as  before  stated,  it  is  the  fastest 
schedule  ever  before  been  run  on  this  Road,  from  the  day 
the  first  rail  was  laid  up  to  this  moment. 

The  freight  trains  also  have  been  run  with  regularity, 
and  all  freight  offered  has  been  moved  with  commend- 
able dispatch.  It  is  known  to  you  that  most  of  the 
present  fiscal  year  has  been  calculated  to  test  seriously 
the  work  we  have  had  under  management.  Excessive 
rains,  at  a  critical  period  in  the  improvements  we  were 
having  made,  caused  delay  and  expense  that  would  not 
have  been  otherwise  incurred.  These  rains  were  followed 
by  unusual  drought  in  some  sections.  Thus  from  the 
county  of  Hyde,  where  it  was  reasonable  to  expect  large 
quantities  of  corn  for  transportation,  we  obtained  but 
about  one  hundred  thousand  bushels,  or  one-fifth  of  the 
quantity  transported  in  1881.  The  corn  was  not  made. 
We  suffered  equal  loss  in  proportion  on  the  grain  from 
the  northeastern  counties  of  the  State.  Our  rivers,  too, 
the  Neuse  and  Trent,  and  creeks  emptying  into  them, 
including  Contentnea,  have  been  sufficiently  swollen 
during  the  year  to  allow  steamboats  now  navigating 
them  to  run  up  and  down  with  the  certainty  of  trains. 

This  drew  from  the  Road  freight  heretofore  relied  upon 
and  obtained.  Therefore,  under  all  these  disadvanta- 
geous circumstances,  and  the  known  bad  condition  of  the 
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Road  when  the  present  management  assumed  control,  is 
it  not,  we  repeat,  cause  for  congratulation  that  we  have 
been  enabled  to  accomplish  what  we  have  during  the 
fiscal  year. 

An  act  of  the  Legislature,  forbidding  the  leasing  the  A. 
&  X.  C.  Railroad  without  consent  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, and  His  Excellency  Gov.  Jarvis,  ascertaining  a 
majority  of  the  Directors  could  not  be  secured  for  it, 
earnestly  turned  his  attention  to  the  improvement  of  the 
Road.  Thus  a  week  or  two  previous  to  his  visit  he  noti- 
fied the  President  of  the  Company  that  he  desired,  with 
the  aid  of  General  W.  G.  Lewis,  to  examine  the  A.  &  N. 
C.  Railroad  in  consequence  of  various  reports  concerning 
its  dilapidated  condition,  and  likewise  to  ascertain  its 
wants.  On  the  night  of  the  Gth  of  March  he  joined  Gen. 
Lewis  and  the  President  of  the  Road  at  Morehead  City, 
where  they  had  gone  the  day  before.  The  next  morning, 
after  examination  of  the  warehouses,  water  station,  turn 
table  and  tracks  there,  they  started  for  Newbern.  running 
a  car  slowly  ahead  of  the  engine,  stopping  at  every  bridge 
or  other  place  requiring  close  inspection.  The  day  fol- 
lowing, after  an  examination  of  the  machine  shops,  ware 
houses,  cars,  engines,  etc.,  they  pursued  the  journey  in 
the  same  way  to  Goldsboro.  General  Lewis'  previous 
critical  examination  of  the  Road,  and  his  full  explana- 
tions, and  the  close  scrutiny  of  the  work  by  the  Governor 
himself,  enabled  him  to  as  thoroughly  understand  its 
condition  and  wants  as  any  one  in  any  way  connected 
with  it.  Therefore,  we  have  endeavored  since,  while 
pushing  the  improvements,  to  conform  to  the  wishes  of 
His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  and  to  the  suggestions  of 
an  engineer  of  the  experience  and  ability  of  General  W. 
G.  Lewis.  Hence,  we  borrowed,  on  the  28th  day  of 
March,  from  the  Bank  of  New  Hanover,  Goldsboro,  ten 
thousand  dollars  for  six  months  at  the  rate  of  eight  per 
cent  per  annum  for  the  payment  of  the  steel  rails,  also 
from  the  same  Bank  five  thousand  dollars  for  sixty  days 
at  the  same  rate  of  interest,  with  the  privilege  of  short 
renewal,  and  four  thousand  dollars  from  His  Excellency 
Governor  Jarvis.  The  latter  amount  without  interest 
and  time  of  payment  to  suit  the  convenience  of  the  Com- 
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pany.  These  two  amounts  were  for  the  payment  of 
duties  on  the  steel  rails.  The  five  thousand  dollars  re- 
ferred to  above  will  be  paid  by  the  1st  day  of  July,  and 
arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Bank  of  New 
Hanover  to  meet  the  coupons  due  at  that  time,  and  also 
the  interest  on  the  judgment  debt.  Therefore,  these 
debts  cannot  possibly  embarrass  the  Company  or  inter- 
fere with  its  operations.  There  is  no  floating  debt  besides 
the  amounts  named  of  consequence  to  you  except  six 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  ten  dollars  balance  due  on 
purchase  of  cars  formerly  belonging  to  the  Midland  Rail- 
way Company.  The  original  amount  was  $10,710,  on 
which  $4,000  have  been  paid.  Payment  was  subsequently 
stopped  in  consequence  of  litigation  in  which  the  Com- 
pany was  not  a  party.  It  is  proper  to  state  here  we  will 
have  old  rails  and  other  material  which  can  be  sold  for 
about  $10,000  when  we  get  through  replacing  the  worn 
rails  with  better  ones  on  the  line,  and  with  more  abund- 
ant crops,  the  splendid  and  costly  additions  to  the  Atlan- 
tic Hotel,  the  through  arrangements  for  cars  to  and  from 
the  Mississippi  river  without  breaking  bulk,  as  well  as 
through  arrangement  for  passengers  without  change  of 
cars,  and  united  effort  on  the  part  of  the  friends  of  the 
Road,  should  we  not  calculate  upon  a  more  remunerative 
year  ?  Moreover,  the  recent  improvements  should  cer- 
tainly cause  curtailment  of  expenses  and  in  that  way 
save  no  inconsiderable.  For  information  in  detail  respect- 
ing the  financial  condition  of  the  Company  and  the  ope- 
rations of  the  Road,  we  refer  you  to  the  very  full  state- 
ments of  the  Treasurer  and  General  Book-keeper,  which 
are  herewith  furnished  you. 

It  will  be  recollected  by  you  that  General  W.  G.  Lewis, 
one  of  the  experts  selected  to  examine  and  report  upon 
the  condition  of  the  Road  while  passing  from  the  posses- 
sion of  the  Midland  Railway  Company  back  to  your  own 
control,  stated  it  had  deteriorated  in  various  ways  about 
thirty-two  thousand  dollars  from  the  date  of  its  surrender 
to  the  Midland  Railway  management.  This  amount  it  is 
now  known  was  rather  under  than  over  the  real  loss  to 
you.  The  Governor  of  the  State  is  satisfied  of  the  fact, 
and  a  committee  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  highest 
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intelligence,  consisting  of  Messrs.  J.  C.  Wooten,  C.  C. 
Clark  and  J.  C.  Davis,  after  a  searching  examination 
reported  its  condition  to  the  Board  of  Directors  to  be 
equally  as  bad  as  that  represented  by  General  Lewis,  if 
not  worse  in  every  department,. and  recommending  such 
improvements  as  they  deemed  essential  to  your  interest 
and  the  successful  operations  of  the  Road  in  the  future. 
The  suggestions  of  the  committee  have  been  fully  carried 
out  except  as  to  ditching,  which  is  now  going  on  and 
should  be  finished  before  the  winter.  Economy,  however, 
would  dictate  that  the  ordinary  force  on  the  sections  do 
the  work,  and  we  believe  in  this  way,  with  slight  help,  it 
can  be  done  during  the  summer  and  early  in  the  fall. 
Thus  after  such  positive  proof  of  the  dilapidated  condition 
of  your  Road,  caused  by  the  negligence  and  inattention 
of  the  lessee  management,  no  alternative  was  left  but  to 
hasten  forward  with  all  possible  despatch  such  improve- 
ments as  were  necessary  to  keep  the  trains  running,  or  to 
have  the  wheels  stop  under  them  rather  than  incur  the 
risk  of  debt.  Taking  this  view  of  the  situation  as  before 
stated,  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  did  not  hesitate  to 
recommend  such  a  debt  as  we  could  reasonably  expect  to 
meet  without  embarrassment.  If  our  expenses  have  been 
great  the  improved  condition  of  the  Road  machinery, 
warehouses  and  rolling  stock  have  been  correspondingly 
great.  No  such  improvements  on  your  Road  was  ever 
known  before  in  such  a  limited  time  in  its  history.  Sixty 
thousand  ties  have  been  put  in  the  track  or  are  now  dis- 
tributed and  are  being  put  in  on  the  line;  more  than  has 
ever  been  procured  before  in  any  one  year  for  the  Road. 
We  have  laid  8|  miles  steel  rails  and  distributed  on  the 
line  of  the  Road  over  2,000  good  rails  which  have  replaced 
worn  ones,  and  some  of  those  in  turn,  after  being  cut, 
would  take  the  place  of  others  entirely  worn  out.  Perhaps 
in  this  way  near  four  thousand  joints  have  been  or  will 
be  changed,  which  will  save  the  wear  and  tear  of  ma- 
chinery and  rolling  stock  to  an  important  extent  and  add 
safety  to  the  trains.  In  addition  we  have  had  prepared 
and  fish-spliced  beyond  a  mile  of  the  perfect  rails  taken 
up  including  the  superb  track  through  the  street  in  New- 
bern.     When  all  done  we  shall  have  twelve  miles  of  the 
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steel  and  iron  rails,  reaching  from  Scott's  Creek  bridge 
below  to  Bryan's  mill  above  Newbern. 

The  new  warehouses  at  Newbern  were  actually  required 
for  our  ordinary  business  as  well  as  those  at  Kinston  and 
LaGrange.  At  Newbern,  during  the  lessee  management, 
corn  was  seen  sprouting  and  growing  through  the  bags 
that  was  waiting  on  the  wharves  for  transportation. 

A  platform  and  small  warehouse  has  been  erected  at  a 
station  called  Caswell,  just  this  side  of  Southwest  Creek, 
and  one  has  been  commenced  at  Falling  Creek.  It  is 
believed  the  freight  they  will  draw  away  from  the  river 
will  more  than  remunerate  the  Company  for  the  outlay. 

A  statement  is  laid  before  you  of  what  is  considered 
either  permanent  improvement  or  extraordinary  expen- 
ses. At  any  rate  they  are  largely  in  excess  of  any  expen- 
ditures in  1881,  which  will  account  for  any  increase  of 
operating  expenses  over  that  year.  The  condition  of  the 
Company  cannot  be  better  put  than  in  the  following  com- 
parison of  the  operations  of  this  and  the  year  1881,  when 
the  Road  was  turned  over  to  the  Midland  Railway  man- 
agement. Now  you  will  find  an  increase  of  earnings  of 
$12,000.  This,  too,  as  we  have  before  shown,  was  one  of 
the  years  of  depression,  while  1881  was  an  "up"'  year  for 
business  of  all  kinds.  In  addition  there  were  transported 
between  800  and  900  car  loads  of  material,  consisting  of 
iron,  rails,  timber  for  bridges  and  for  warehouses,  ties, 
etc.,  for  the  Company.  In  1881  not  one-fourth  of  the  ton- 
age  was  carried  over  the  Road.  This  of  course  caused  as 
much  wear  and  tear  of  the  locomotives,  cars  and  Road  as 
if  it  had  been  freight  for  others,  which  at  a  fair  average 
would  have  amounted  in  the  aggregate  to  $8000  or  $10,000. 

For  the  condition  of  the  machinery  and  cars  we  call 
your  attention  to  the  report  of  that  excellent  and  compe- 
tent officer,  the  Master  Machinist.  The  bridges  and 
culverts  the  Superintendent  reports  throughout  the  line  as 
"absolutely  safe,"  and  all  buildings  under  his  charge  in 
good  order,  and  those  who  know  him  and  his  experience 
and  competency  for  such  work  will  not  disbelieve  it.  He 
had  orders  to  take  out  all  wood  indicating  in  the  slightest 
degree  decay,  and  it  has  been  done.  We  commend  him 
to   you  especially  for  his  excellent  work  on  the  Trent 
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River  bridge.  The  span  over  the  Neuse  will  soon  be  iii 
like  condition,  which  will  add  strength  and  security  to 
the  trestles  there. 

When  the  Atlantic  and  North  Carolina  Railroad  was 
turned  over  to  the  Company  by  Major  John  Gatling,  the 
Receiver,  who  was  also  the  Receiver  of  the  Midland  Rail- 
way Company,  by  his  request  that  Road  was  operated 
conditionally  for  him  by  us.  En  no  event  was  any  ex- 
pense to  fall  upon  him,  and  the  earnings  we  were  to  have, 
if  any.  After  its  sale  a  month  or  two  ago  a  similar 
request  was  made  by  its  present  owners.  A  statement  of 
the  Receipts  and  Expenses  is  herewith  furnished  you, 
and  it  will  be  noticed  the  latter  exceed  the  former  over 
one  thousand  dollars  to  May  31st,  1884. 

We  are  having  .mile-posts  prepared,  and  they  will  be 
ready  to  set  up  without  delay.  Perfect  rails  are  being 
selected  for  the  tracks  at  Morehead  City  and  Goldsboro, 
and  the  main  track  should  be  fish-spliced  at  these  places. 

The  case  of  Branch  against  the  Company  has  been 
argued  before  Judge  Seymour,  who  decided  in  favor  of 
the  Company.  The  two  Christian  cases  were  continued 
by  the  plaintiff  and  will  regularly  stand  for  trial  at  the 
next  term  of  the  Circuit  Court.  We  have  no  other  mat- 
ters in  litigation  of  importance. 

We  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance.  No  greater  praise  could  be  bestowed 
upon  the  Treasurer  of  the  Company.  It  will  be  seen  that 
he  has  again  been  faithful  and  correct  in  this  most  impor- 
tant office. 
f  A  close  and  never  relaxing  attention  to  immediate  duty 
is  required  of  the  General  Book-keeper,  and  the  present 
one,  Mr.  Samuel  L.  Dill,  has  filled  the  office  unexcep- 
tionaily  well  during  the  past  year. 

The  present  improved  condition  of  the  track  is  sufficent 
guarantee  of  the  faithfulness  of  those  who  have  it  di- 
rectly in  charge.  The  officers  of  the  Company  generally 
have  been  active  in  behalf  of  your  interest  and  aided 
greatly  in  the  improvement  of  the  Road.  The  President 
of  the  Company  is  under  obligations  to  Mr.  W.  Dunn, 
Superintendent  of  Freight,  for  valuable  and  cheerful 
assistance  at  all  times  during  the  year.     The  trains  have 
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been  run  under  his  direction  and  those   under  him  with 
promptness  and  safety,  as  it  is  needless  to  inform  you. 

His  Excellency  Governor  Jarvis,  as  he  has  done  here- 
tofore, will  in  the  future  cordially  give  his  influence  and 
advice  for  any  purposes  that  will  redound  to  your  welfare. 

Now.  in  conclusion,  it  is  our  melancholy  duty  to  inform 
you  of  the  loss,  during  the  year,  of  one  of  our  most  ac- 
tive, intelligent  and  zealous  members.  We  need  not  say 
we  refer  to  the  death  of  Henry  F.  Grainger,  Esq.  Though 
feeble  some  time  previous  to  the  sad  event,  yet  it  was  un- 
expected and  caused  grief  wherever  that  christian  gentle- 
man, distinguished  lawyer  and  citizen  was  known. 
Courteous  and  kind  in  his  intercourse  in  every  way  with 
all  men,  his  fall  cannot  but  be  regretted  by  all,  and  most 
of  all  by  us,  with  whom  he  was  so  long  and  intimately 
associated.  The  void  he  leaves  in  the  Board  of  Directors 
will  not  be  easily  filled.

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SYNOPSIS. 


Engines.— The  cost  for  labor  and  material  of  Locomo- 
tive Engines  for  the  twelve  months  ending  with  May  31st 
1884,  amounts  to  $8,558  56.  This  includes  the  building  of 
new  boiler  complete  and  rebuilding  Engine  Chas.  Fisher 
(No.  2) ;  also  for  building  partial  new  boiler  and  thorough 
repairs  on  Engine  No.  12,  which  will  be  ready  for  service 
in  about  30  days.  This  will  give  us  seven  Engines,  two 
in  first-class  order,  three  in  good  running  order  and  two 
in  fair  condition  and  doing  good  service. 
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Passenger,  Baggage  and  Mail  Cars. — All  are  in  very 
fair  condition  with  the  exception  of  third-class  Car  No.  7, 
which  was  originally  constructed  of  poor  material  arid  is 
now  in  bad  condition,  but  doing  service, — not  safe  with 
full  load  and  not  worth  repairing.  Baggage  Car  No.  1  is 
now  in  the  repair  shops  being  repaired  and  repainted. — 
Will  be  ready  for  service  about  the  1st  July,  1884.  First- 
class  Cars  Nos.  4  and  11,  Baggage  and  Mail  Car  No.  3, 
and  Fish  Car  No.  84,  have  been  recently  repainted. — 
Second-class  Car  No.  5  has  also  been  thoroughly  repaired 
and  repainted  at  a  cost  of  $951  16.  Second-class  Car  No. 
9  is  now  in  paint  shops  being  repainted.  The  total  cost 
of  labor  and  material  on  all  Passenger,  Baggage  and  Mail 
Cars  for  the  twelve  months  amounts  to  $2,760  31; 

Freight  Cars. — The  Box,  Flat,  Fish  and  Coal  Cars, 
have  cost  for  repairs  [that  is,  all  labor  and  material,  for 
the  twelve  months,  including  the  building  of  two  new 
Box  Cars,]  $3,628  83.  We  have  on  hand  and  framed 
nearly  enough  lumber  for  building  five  other  Box  Cars. 
The  Box,  Fish  and  Coal  Cars  are  all  in  fair  condition. 
Only  twelve  of  the  Flat  Cars  are  in  good  condition.  The 
other  twelve  are  not  safe,  and  should  only  be  used  in 
ditching. 

Shops — The  Shops  Machinery,  Tools,  &c,  are  in  very 
fair  condition.  Some  new  Tools  have  been  recently  pur- 
chased. Have  also  had  the  Boiler  of  Shops  Engine  tho- 
roughly repaired.  Purchased  for  Stationary  Engine  a 
new  Waters'  Governor  which  has  been  much  needed  for 
some  time.  The  cost  for  new  Tools,  repairs  on  Boiler* 
and  for  Governor  is  about  $400. 

I  can  safely  say  that,  with  the  exception  of  some  new 
car  wheels  and  axles  needed,  the  Engines,  Rolling  Stock 
and  Machinery  of  the  Company  are  in  as  good  condition 
as  they  have  ever  been  since  my  connection  with  the 
same. 

The  Passenger  Cars  are  becoming  much  damaged  from 
exposure  to  the  weather  on  their  lay  over  at  Newborn 
and  Goldsboro.  A  shelter  should  be  provided  for  them 
at  these  places  so  as  to  protect  them  and  save  a  great 

deal  of  expense  in  repairs.

Sir:— 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following-  report  of 
the  condition  of  the  A.  &  N.  C.  R.  R.  in  the  department 
of  Bridges,  Buildings  and  Structures,  and  the  amount  of 
material  used,  and  labor  performed,  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  May  31st,  1884.  I  have  carried  out  the  following 
instructions  from  you: 

"  While  Governor  Jarvis  and  General  Lewis,  after  an 
examination  of  our  Bridges  and  the  conversation  with 
you  on  the  subject,  may  deem  them  entirely  safe  for  the 
present,  yet  they  are  of  the  opinion,  in  which  I  concur, 
that  it  would  give  those  passing  over  them,  on  the  trains, 
more  confidence,  if  all  pieces  of  timber  in  them  showing 
the  least  decay  even  in  the  sap,  were  removed  and  re- 
placed by  new  ones  ;  therefore,  you  will  proceed  to  have 
it  done  as  early  as  practicable.  Leave  not  a  piece  in 
that  has  any  rotten  wood  in  it,  however  strong  it  may 
now  be  in  your  judgment."

In  the  discharge  of  my  duties  as  Bridge  Superintend- 
ent, I  have  had  everything  cheerfully  furnished  me  by 
the  Company  that  was  necessary,  both  material  and 
labor,  and  have  used  only  the  best  material  that  could  be 
purchased,  and  have  endeavored  to  have  all  work  done 
as  substantially  and  as  economically  as  possible. 

In  closing  this  report  I  would  say  that  in  my  opinion 
all  of  the  Bridges,  Trestles  and  Culverts  from  Goldsboro 
to  Morehead  City  are  thoroughly  and  absolutely  safe. 
The  most  important  bridges  on  the  line  of  this  Road,  are 
those  of  Trent  and  Neuse  Rivers.  Trent  River  Bridge  has 
been  newly  cross-tied  with  7x8  sawed  heart  ties,  checked 
over  the  stringers,  and  upon  the  top  of  the  ties  there  is  a 
guard  rail  checked  over  the  ties,  thoroughly  bolted, 
making  them  very  secure.
